Thk [Russian Clboulab Ironclad. — 
The following letter from E. J. Reed, 
cliief contractor of tho English navy, 
is published in Llic Loudon "Times:" 

■ "Sir, It will be interesting to many 

nf our reader^ at home and abroad to 
learn that tho first of the Russian cir- 
cular ironcalds, the Novgorod, has 
recently miu\e passages in the Black 
Sea which, to say the least, fully 
justify the Impend Government in 
having adopt* d this form of vessel as 
erne well adapted for providing very 
powerful naval defences for certain 
purposes. After recently steaming 
from Nicholaicf round the south of the 
Crimea to the Circassian Coast, thence 
back as far as Sebastopol, and on to 
Odessa, this extraordinary vessel has 
during the past week performed what 
was probably her che f object by enter- 
ing the Sea of Azof though the Straits 
of Kertch, were the depth of water is 
14 feet, and were no other European 
ironelad carrying armour 11 inches 
thick and guns of 'is tons could possi- 
bly pass. I do not wish what I have 
previously said, or atn here saying, to 
be construed as an approval of those 
circular ironclads for all purposes, and 
in all their details; but I certainly 
think the performances of the Novgo- 
rod are such as will excite the notice 
and admiration of many thoughtful 
persons besides shipbuilders, and will 
reflect great credit upon the Imperial 
Russian Government and their enter- 
prising designer Admiral Popoff. It is 
true that the Novgorod is not designed 
for, and does not attain a high speed, 
but she has lately been steaming at 
high knots, which is more then was in- 
tended, and she could have been made 
very much faster had she been increas- 
ed in size. It must be remembered 
that . although carrying tho heavy 
armour anil guns already mentioned, 
she is a comparatively small vessel, 
being of but 100 feet in diameter, and 
naveing a total displacement of only 
U'uOO tons, which is but one-half that 
of our Glaton, and much less than 
one-forth of our Inflexible, or even of 
our Minoture. She has engines of only 
480-horso power. Her cost, if built 
under like condition with other ships, 
would be roughly proportioned to her 
tonnage and horse power, from which 
tho cheapness of such a vessel may bo 
readily inferred"

"Gush." 

In one of ArtemtiH Ward's enter- 
taining Htoriea be tells how, while 
traveling in a western train with his 
' wax figgers," he encountered an 
old lady who, becoming impressed 
with Artemus' appearance and the 
prosperous state of his finances, in- 
f irmed him confidentially that she had 
'two gushing darters;" whereupon 
the ascetic Artemus, being a husband 
* d the father of "two twins," eontemptu- 
o isly advised her to"lot 'em gush!" In 
reading the report of the Attorney- 
General's speech at Cowichan we are 
forcibly reminded of poor Artemus' 
encounter with the old lady; and we 
can almost imagine that when the Cow- 
ichaners listened to the gushing appeal 
of Mr. Walkem for merciful consider 
atiou, they felt strongly inclined 
to "let him gush." Now, there is a j 
something inhuman nature that is 
stirred by the spectacle of a man of 
foring to atone for the sins of another. 
When Pythias was led to the scaSold 
to die in the place of his friend Damon | 
he so won tha hearts of the people and j 
of Dionysius that when Damon came 
on the scene to take tho .punishment j 
alloted him, the tyrant pardoned and | 
set both free. "When Mr. Walkem ut- 
tered his appeal for sympathy to the 
people of Cowichan he sought to work 
upon their feelings by offering his 
own person in atonement of the Chief 
Comissioner's sins. He did not attempt 
to palliate or oxcuse those sins. He | 
knew that the people he was address- 
ing had been hoaxed and swindled by 
his Government beyond endurance; 
he knew (although he said he did not j 
that the grossest kind of favoritism j 
had been practised in disbursing the 
public money; and he knew the saw j 
mill and the trunk-road had been J 
postponed for an indefinite period 
through the obstruct! veness of the gov- 1 
eminent. "If," said he, "you have 
been treated badly by Mr. Beaven, 
blame me. / alone am to blame." Ah! 
there is something noble and heart- 
touching in the spectacle of a brave 
man who comes forward to the execu- 
tioner and says, "I know my friend is 
a groat criminal; I know ho deserves 
death; but he is thoroughly bad and is 
not prepared to die. Therefore, / who 
am prepared, offer myself as a sacri- 
fice in his stead." Such an offer, 
when made in good faith, never fails 
to arouse the sympathy of tho popu- 
lace and, like Dionysius, they pardon 
both. But what if the person who 
offers himself as a vicarious sufferer is 
himself guiltier than the ono in whose 
stead he proposes to die? What 
if the condemned criminal be 
proved to be the tool, while the ; 
other prompted the deed V Would [ 
not that alter the ease materially 'I 
And would not the populace clamoi ! 
for the blood of both ? Let us look 
at Mr. Walkem's position in the Min- 
istry. Under our system of Govern- 
ment ho has more power than the 
Governor. He makes Ministers. He 
can object to an appropriation for a 
district as being too large or too 
small, and lo ! his wishes are met or 
a Minister is unmade. Every item 
of expend. tore in the Estimates is care- 
fully considered and weighed by the 
Executive before being sent down to 
the House. Does Mr. Walkem dare 
to tell the people of Cowichan thai 
he was unware ofthe absence from the 
Estimates of tho money to build the 
trunk road to Cowichan until his at- 
tention was called to it at tho meet- 
ing of Tuesday? Will he assert, with 
any hope of being believed, that he 
did not know that some of the dis- 
tricts will got $72,000 this year whilst 
others — Cowichan and Yictoi ia, among 
them — are cut off with tho "stern 
parient's" testamentary shilling? We 
answer, no. Ho is as deep in the 
mud as Beaven is m the mire. When, 
therefore, ho uses tho wordi* "If Mr. 
Beaven Iiub done no and so, blame me," 
lie knows, and tho people know that ho 
knows himself to bo guilty of an attempt 
to throw chall (horsefeed?) iu their wide 
open option. But there in uO "if" about 
it. for immediately after professing his 
ignorance of the abuBGS and ooruption in 
the Lands A Works, ho admitted that he 
knew all about the stoppage of the Cow- 
ichan trunk road and assorted that he 
heard some one (ho wasn't quite clear 
who) remark that to build a road from 
Victoria to Hhawnigan along tho lino so- 
lectud by Mr. Nicholson would ooiit SI, 
UO0.000I1 Lot us refor to official docu- 
ments to ascertain the facts. Mr. Nich- 
olson, in the fall of 1871!, was sent out 
and blazed a line for a road from \ ictoria 
to Huyward's mill. In his report ho statos 
tint the road can bo constructed for $20,- 
000. Tenders wore asked for; several con- 
tractors examined Mr. Nicholson's line 
and sent in tenders. Tho lowest bid was 
for 818,000, and that was tho sum asked 
for in the Estimates and voted by the 
House. Now, then, what responsibility 
beyond the 518,000 would the Govern- 
ment have incurred in allowing the road 
to go on ? The bids showed that tho re - 
port of thoir engineer was correct. The 
contractor was prepared to furnish good 
and sufficient bonds for the duo per- 
formance of tho work; and all tho Gov- 
ernment had to do was to accept the low- 
est toudor and award tho contract. In- 
stead of doing that, however, they repu- 
diated the report of thoir own ollicor and 
sent out another party to examine the 
line, who reported that tho road could 
jiol be built for anything like the sum 
nUiUiil by Mr. Nicholson, and tho project 
was abandoned. Now, (loos it not seom 
utrango that tho same Mr. Nicholson 
whoso report the Government condemn- 
ed, should be still an employe of I he 
Lands .v Works and entrusted with the 



disbursement of thousands of dollars an- 
nually for road work ? If ho bo really 
tho egregious ass Mr, Walkem makes 
him out to b6 — if ho makes a mistake of 
$982,000-the difference between §18,000 
and $1,000,000 — in computing tho cost of 
a road from Victoria to Cowichan, why 
are his .services not dispensed with and 
those of Mr. Duncan or some other gen- 
tleman m whose report the Government 
placed implicit faith secured ? In tho 
course of his further remarks Mr. Walkem 
was careful to avoid all reference to the 
new terms and tho share ho had in tho 
throwing out of tho Island railway bill by 
tho Sonato; but ho suddenly dropped tho 
pathetic or gushing role and assumed a 
defiant attitude. Ho told his audience 
that ho was ut war with Mackenzie; and 
then with an amusing assumption of 
bathos informed them that Mr. Macken- 
zie was at war with him! lie then swoop- 
ed down froui tho dizzy height of Kim- 
paring great things with small, and be- 
sought the poopie not to sacrifice his 
Ministry to the Canadian Moloch. He 
asked thoni to forgot his broken pledges 
to them; his wanton, disgraceful, dishon- 
est expenditure of public monies in hia 
famous trip to Cariboo, when ho charged 
the country for tho very valise in which 
ho packed his "duds" and tho linimont 
that restored the "leather" to his chafed 
body; ho asked them to overlook and 
condone the faults of the Lands & Works; 
to forget their own local troubles and aid 
him to "fight Mr. Mackenzie" — tho same 
Mr. Mackenzie, readers, from whom ho 
is at this moment borrowing immense 
sums of gold to carry on public improve- 
ments, and into whose hands ho is about 
to commit us —irretrievably bound to a 
policy of procrastination, delay and ruin 
—for how con we ever hope to extricate 
ourselves from tho meshes ofthe <iobt ho 
and his Ministers are weaving about us 
except we abandon all claims for indam 
nity for uou-porformaneo of tho railway 
contract? One of the speakers at South 
Cowichan — a Conservative.too — emphati- 
cally said that he believed the two (iov- 
emmeuts ono in I league to soli tho 
country, and that Mr. Walkem's hostili- 
ty is assumed. What if it were discover- 
ed soon that the talk about "war to the 
knife and the knife to the hilt," is only 
uttered to blind the peoplo to tho real 
state of tho case; that the twaddle about 
Edgar's Balm is intended to conceal the 
offect of the local quack nostrum known 
as Walkem's Liniment? 

The T Party. 

In tho course of his speech at the 
South Cowichan meeting on Tuesday 
hist Mr. Walkem characterized the party 
now engaged in locating the railway line 
on Vancouver Island as "the weakest and 
most inefficient that could be formed, 1 ' 
and said he did not expect to seo the first 
shovelful of earth turned for the railway 
this year. Now, wo have made it our 
business to enquire into tho facts, and 
are enabled to assert that tho party allud- 
ed to is tho strongest and most efficient 
of all tho parties now or at any previous 
period engaged on the railway survey in 
this Province. At its head is an engi- 
neer of long experience and well-estab- 
lished reputation ; on the staff are two 
transit mon and two levellersfjust double 
tho usual number) , while it has more or- 
dinary hands than any other party in tho 
field. As to its work, we have only to 
state that, besides carrying on explora- 
tions in advance of tho survey, the party 
located ono mile and three quarters of 
line on Thursday, an uncommon achieve- 
ment, wo are assured, in a location sur- 
vey through such a country as tho party 
is now operating in. As respects the 
latter part of Mr. Walkem's remarks, we 
have only to say that if the lirst shovel- 
ful of earth is not turned for the railway 
this year it will he because his Govern- 
ment refused to acknowledge or givo leg- 
islative effect to the now terms providing 
for the Island railway. Had they not 
obstructed tho work the lirst shovelful of 
earth would have been turned a year ago 
and the work of consti nelson would now 
have been in full blast. It is to bo re- 
gretted that the Premier of the Province 
should find it necessary to defend his 
own acts and sustain his ad ministration by 
such unjustifiable, undignified and co.w- 
ardly attacks upon a survoy party ear- 
nestly and energetically engaged in pros- 
ecuting the great work in which all are 
so deeply interested.

Friday, Aug. 27th. 
Alexander Collier appeared iu answer 
to a summons on a charge of writing and 
publishing in the Standard on tho 17th, 
and also iu tho Weekly Standard of the 
18th, a letter containing a libel on Conn. 
Gerow, substance of such libel consisting 
iu assertions ill tho letter that Conn. Wil 
Hams was ownor of ft largo Jlivery stable, 
and that Mr. Gerow was the proprietor of 
the blacksmith shop ct which most of the 
blaoksmith work for tho stable was done by 
Coun. Gerow; that they stood to quo an- 
other in tho relation of master and ser- 
vant, and that in certain late debates ill 
tho Council they had played a garno of 
"you scratch my back and I'll scratch 
yonrs." 

Mr. Drake, for plaintiff, slated that tho 
letter which was untrue in several of its 
allegations had been published in the 
Standard and that on application they 
gave the name of Alex. Collier as that of 
the writer; That he had written to the 
said Collier who expressed hi:) surprise 
that Mr. Gerow should bo annoyed at tho 
letter iu the Standurd; that ho did not in- 
tend to libel him; also said that if ho 
could prove there was anything libellous 
in it ho would take it all back. This, ho 
submitted, was nol a sufficient apology. 

Mr. A. R. llobertson, for defendant, 
admitted the authorship of the letter in 
qnestion. There were several minor 
issues involved in the case, but the 
weight of the charge against defendant 
contained in tho above opening sen- 
tences.

Paper produced was part of 
it. j Mr. Pong went t i fet di the rcniaiiiil 
or at the request of Mr. Drake. | Exami- 
nation resumed— The letter was publish 
oil by witness in tho Standard of the 17th. 

His Honor asked if it was not possible 
to arrange tho matter out of Court. 

This suggestion not appearing accept- 
able, the case was continued; but after 
counsel had argued the case some tune, 
tho whole question soemod to turn on 
the meaning of tho sentence, ''You 
scratch my back and I'll scratch yours," 
and tho insinuation that Coun. Gorow 
was Coun. Williams' servant; Mr Drake 
maintaining that they were libellous 
when taken in connection with the rest 
of the letter; while Mr. A. R. Robertson 
eontondod that they were merely harm- 
less assertions, and that public men 
ought to make up their minds to put up 
with far worse sneers than were contain- 
ed iu the letter in question. 

Tho case was finally remanded till 
Monday. 

The Bank of California has failed. 
Thousands are involved m its rum. I >ther 
bauks are tottering. The financial bottom 
has fallen out of California. Such was 
the alarming character of tho telegrams 
received yesterday from San Francisco 
during the few minutes the wires were 
up. Tho Bank of California was estab- 
lished some 12 years ago with a large 
capital and unbounded resources. For a 
long timo it proved a great financial suc- 
cess. Ralston was made President, and 
the Hay wards, the Sharons, theLuniugs, 
the lieoses — all millionaires — eagerly 
bought its stock. Tho dividends for tho 
first few years were enormous. But too 
much success emboldened tho directors, 
and tho bank became a terrible power in 
tho hands of thoso who controlled its 
money. Railroads, mines, mills, water 
companies, gas oompau;us, politicians, 
newspapers, and every other description 
of property were controlled by the bank. 
At last the monopoly became too great to 
bo longer borne patiently. It is said that 
Sharon (who is worth 812,000,000) cm- 
spired a few mouths ago with other capi- 
talists to break down Ralston and his 
bank, and it is plain that he has succeed 
ed. The ruin and misery ontailed by 
this failure will bo widespread for there 
is no saying how many banks and mer- 
cantile firms will be dragged down with 
this institution ; but tho number will be 
necessarilly largo. It was rumored last 
evening t hat Ladd & Tilton of Portland 
had suspended: but the wiros being down 
tho news lacks confirmation, 

A FaIiSIFHSD Report. — Tho people of 
South Cowiohau who attended t lie meet 
ing on Tuesday last will bear us out in 
the assertion that tho report of the meet 
ing which appeared in the Government 
Organ yesterday was an impudent and 
at tho samo time silly --misstatement of 
the facts.

oheered from beginning to end, is report-

Protect the Weaker Sex. 



Editor Colonist:— Upon looking over 
the law.-, in force in this Province I do not 
see that sufficient protection is thrown 
arouhd the weaker sex against seduction 
or adultery. 

Should a daughter bo seduced there is 
no criminal puuishinen t upon tho soduo- 
er, nor will any action lio against him on 
the suit of the father to recover damages 
unless tho daughter were living with tho 
father at tho time, and it is then put on 
the ground of loss of her service, she 
being considered the fathor's servant. 
Therefore if a daughter is living iu the 
house of another as a servant and not 
with tho immediate intention of return- 
ing to her father's house and i.i seduced, 
no action Ir s on the part of tho father. 
The action then must be by tho master 
with whom she was living, and should he 
bo unwilling to bring it the sod ucer goes 
unpunished. Should the master be the 
seducer of course no action lies, and he 
cannot and would not sue himself. With 
a view to throw a greater protection round 
young girls ami females gonerally, un- 
married, w ho happen to bo living away 
from their fathers houses, the people of 
Ontario in (tie reign of William IV pass- 
ed an act to tho effect that tho father, and 
in oas? of his death, tho m dhor of any 
unmarried female might sustain an action 
for her daughter, no matter w hore she 
was residing al the time. Should there 
be no father or mother thou tho master, a 
person with whom she was living, can 
being l ho suit By these provisions some 
check is given to seduction as men are 
punished by way of damages, for in tho 
gross cases they are heavy. Hence, as 
we have seen, we afford a much moro 
limited protection to female virtue. Wo 
are anxi.uis to have virtuous females come 
amongst us to make wives for the largely 
preponderating male population inhabit- 
ing our country. Willi our miners mar- 
ried and settled down there would be a 
much greater development in the coun- 
try. Homes, winch our roving men 
need so much to mako them happy and 
contented, would Boring up everywhere 
uuder tho softening influence of -virtuous 
women. Why not protect them as in 
other provinces? When they are needed 
here so mneh more, we should with a view 
Lo induct; tanners und others to como in 
with their large families of daughters, 
thro V tt much greater protection around 
them. We do not protend that legislu 
lion will make a good woman out of a 
bad one, but wo contend that the fear of 
punishment will prevent men from seduc- 
ing virt nous girls and thereby ruining 
t hem. 

We observe further that tliero is no 
protection thrown around a married wo- 
man, as there is no law allowing a hus- 
band to bring an action against another 
for an adulterious interview with his wife. 
Formerly the action of criminal conversa- 
tion lay in such cases in England, but when 
their divorce court wns established some 
years ago they abolished tho notion, but 
gave the husband a remedy against his 
wife's seducer, so he wdiile pursuing 
for a di voroo, may mako tho seducer a 
co respondent and punish him by se- 
curing payment of damages by him. 
When tho English law was introduced 
hero, tho action of crim con being abolish- 
ed, this, of course, was not introduced 
hero, and our Court dcoided this 
point a few years ago when they allowed 
a demurrer to a declaration in crlmcon. 
As we have not this action nor the divorce 
law t'lerc is reallj no punishment for so- 
ducing men's wives. The people of On- 
tario have the action of prim con, those of 

England UlO proceeding under tho 

Divorce Conrt. Hero we havo nothing 
unless the enraged husband should tako 
the law into lit-, own hands and mako 
short work of the destroyer of bis domes- 
tic happiness; but in doing so they must 
run the risk of being hanged, as was tho 
case with Bell al Nanaimo not long since. 
L'he people of Ontario, in the same law 
extending the action of seduction above 
mentioned provided means for compelling 
fathers of illegitimate children to. support 
them. There is very great uoed of some 
, provision of the kind hero. We see white 
men cohabiting with Indian women 54 



man and wife; a largo numbor of child- 
ren aro brought into tho world; the fa- 
thor takes a notion to marry a white wo- 
man, aDd abandons his half-breed chil- 
ren. Perhaps ho leavos ono Indian wo- 
man and his ohildron to tako up with 
another. 

Surely it is tho interest of this State, 
apart from a duty, to compel the father to 
support such childron in order that thoy 
may bo brought up us Lw-abiding sub- 
jects. Such childron are helpless; they 
cry out for protection, and yet the law 
affords them none, and wo, who profess 
to bo the superior race, indifferently 
stand by and allow this wrong to bo per- 
potratod. 

As it is with illegitimate half-breed 
ohildreu bo it is with full blooded white 
childron. There is uo way pointed out 
by tho law for compelling tho father of 
such ohildreu to support them . Tho pro- 
vision of tho English Act for such pur- 
poses not being in force hero wo think it 
is high time that tho wives of men and 
their daughters and illegitimate children 
should roceivo all tho protection legisla- 
tion can place around thorn. As already 
intimuted our Attornoy General has only 
to look at the Constitution of Ontario, 
pago 801, for a bill providing for two of 
the above laws, and in his bill he can 
simply enact that tho action of crim con, 
as it formerly lay in England, should lio 
in this country to provide for the other 
caso. Lot us havo reform here, and be 
no longer 30 years behind Ontario.
